On or before October 1 of each year, the Department of18

Health and Human Services and the State Department of Education19

shall jointly certify to the budget administrator of the budget20

division of the Department of Administrative Services the amount21

of federal medicaid funds paid to school districts pursuant to22

the Early Intervention Act for special education services for23

children age five years and older. The General Fund appropriation24

to the State Department of Education, Program 158, for state25
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special education aid shall be decreased by an amount equal to1

the amount that would have been reimbursed with state General2

Funds to the school districts through the special education3

reimbursement process for special education services for children4

age five years and older that was paid to school districts or5

approved cooperatives with federal medicaid funds. There is hereby6

appropriated from the General Fund an amount equal to the amount7

certified to the budget administrator for FY2009-10 and FY2010-118

to the Department of Health and Human Services to aid in carrying9

out the provisions of Laws 1991, LB 701. The budget administrator10

shall distribute the amount appropriated between budget programs11

according to percentages certified by the Department of Health and12

Human Services.13

Notwithstanding other provisions of this act, all14

appropriations within this program existing on June 30, 2009, in15

excess of expended or encumbered amounts are hereby lapsed.16

Sec. 2. Original Laws 2009, First Special Session, LB 1,17

section 227, is repealed.18

Sec. 3. Since an emergency exists, this act takes effect19

when passed and approved according to law.20
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
